natural consequence of this has been 
a bighly sensitive market, and we shall 
see a continnance of violent fluctuations 
unless a little more consideration is 
given, by importing auctioneers, to the 
requirements of the day, The policy 
—as far as the outside public can read 
it—followed out at the auctions seems 
to be “sell on “arrival, no matter 
whether there be a demand or no;” and 
thus it has happened that a Camlet, 
for instance, has been forced off to-day, 
say at Ts. 12,2, and wanted a week 
later at 4 or 5 mace higher, with no 
seller; or, looking at the reverse of the 
picture—readily marketable for to-day’s 
steamer at Tls, 18.00, and forced off 
to-morrow in the face of a satiated 
demand at Tis. 12}. The same with 
Long EUs. O.P.H. Dark Blue of theso 
was worth in September last Tis. 7.25 
per piece ; and saleable in October at 
‘Tis. 7.70; wanted about mid-December 
at Tis, 7.00, and sacrificed on Ist 
January at Tis, 6.64 « 6.65 per pieco; 
and this “will ye nil ye” way of doing 
trusiness ib io which has caused ao many 
to retire from the Woollen trade in 
disgust. Private holders acting on 
sound commercial premisses way be 
constrained to refase an offer ab 10 
o'clock any morning, which by reason 
of some accident—to pat the matter 
in its mildest form—at an anction an 
hour later will never be repeated 
save under most exceptional cireum- 
stances. But the anctions continue to 
flourish, and it is only reasonable to 
sappose their promoters have found 
that encouragement in them which 
private sellers have sought for in vain, 
and the absence whereof has tarned 
the bulk of them out of the trade. 

‘The falling away in the offtake of 
Spunish- Stripes and Medium Cloths is 
serious, and the more one tries to divine 
the cause thereof, the more he gets con- 
vinced that things in China go by the 
“yale of contrairy.” Mz, Hippisley, in 
commenting upon the decline of the 
‘Woollen Piece Goods trade between 1867 
and 1870, says—“ From a consideration 
of the uses to which Woollen Goods 
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are applied, I am inclined to believe 
that tl line will continue, and that 
as the demand for many of these goods 
was increased by the rise in the cost of 
silk which was occasioned by the 
Taiping devastations, so, as prosperity 
returns, and the yearly cultivation of 
the mulberry and the silkworm canses 
the price of Silk Piece Goods to decline, 
these latter will recover the position of 
which their enhanced cost has tempor- 
axily deprived them.” (Reports on Trade 
1876, p. 19). That, however, can only 
apply to those articles which the 
ingonnity of ‘Westerns devised as a sub- 
stitute for Silk Piece Goods; and 
nuiquestionably some of these—such as 
silk finished Figured Orleans—of the 
newest and most recherché designs, 
Crape and Plain Lustres, ave already 
“mocked higher than a kite.” But the 
greater abundance of silk, involving as 
it does the growing prosperity of the 
‘native, should work the opposite way 
with Oamlets, Long Ells and Cloths. 
Moreover, in reference to these last, 
Mr. Hippisley’s conclusions—which, if 
ied to the extreme, forecast the ex- 
tinction of the trade, and which we think 
no one connected with the business will 
accept as'likely—are barely in accord- 
ance with facts; for, if memory does 
hot play us false, Silk, and as a conse- 
mence Silk Piece “Goods, were as 
cheap to the native before the Taipings 
destroyed him and his mulberry trees as 
they Love been’ ever since; while in 
those prestabing days the prices of 
such Woollens were very much higher 
than they are now. Besides, from the 
first, ie. since the Nanking Treaty 
opened the Northern Ports'to the for- 
eigner, Canlets, Leug Ells and Spanish 
Stripes have been taken by the people 
as necessaries, and we cannot find that 
their values have ever been in any way 
affected by tho silk yields, We have dim 
recollections of the Benjamin Gott and 
Sons’ and the Waterhonse’s Spanish 
Stripes selling sometime in the far 
distant and ong forgotten past at 
Tis. 1.10 and Tl. 1.00 per yard; a piece 
of Long Bll at something over Tis. 8, 
and an SS. Camlet at Tis. 17 or 18, 
while Raw Silk—with an Exchange of 
7s. per $—was cheaper to the Exporter 
than it ever has been, almost, since the 
Taiping visitation. But that order of 
things is now changed. Silk—which is 
produced in greater quantity—has risen 
in value, while the Woollen goods under 
notice have fallen, and that, too, with- 
out any ostensible reason; for—Spanis 























on the cost and selling prices of 
a piece of Scarlet Long Ells, we 
cannot see that the returns have 
been adequate to the risk ran. Say 
the home cost of C.P.H. has been 31s. 
(and that is not a particularly high 
average); add 10% for Freight, Insur- 
anve, Duty, Interest, &¢., which is 
within the mark; take 5/5 as the rate 
of Exchange, and place all against 
Tis. 6.56 the average selling price here 
last year, and there is not very much 
left for the troubleand anxiety attaching 
to the business.

Of the other articles of Woollen 
manufactare it is not necessary to say 
more than bas beon said. They have 
been more or less a “ weariness of the 
flesh,” or spirit, to every one importing 
them, and although there are instances 
on record, in black plain Lustres, in 
special figures of Orleans, andin Lastings, 
that have shown some good, it is to be 
feared the general balance of “ venture 
account,” for 1877, has been unfavour- 
able to the importer.

Stripes and Medium Cloths excepted 
consumption is apparently on the in- 
crease, and for all we know the decrease 
in these twvo textiles may be closely con- 
nected with the famine, or some other 
one of those distarbing causes referred 
to in the earlier stages of this retrospect. 
‘Phe natural deduction from all this is 
that it is not the question of a Sill 
Piece Goods competition which the 
foreigner has to study, so much as the 
price at which he is able to produce 
and to supply the demands of this 
people; for their appetites have been 
whetted on the stone of cheapness for 
years past, and they will take ill any 
change to dearness in the fature. 

It is not for us to say whether the 
importation of Woollens has been re- 
munerative during 1877 ; bat by way of 
inference, and basing our calculations

. London, 15th January. 
A great battle was begun on the 14th 
January near Philippopolis the fighting 
as recommenced on the following morn- 


ing. The result has not yet been reported. 
‘The inhabitants have been ordered to 





leave (? Philippopolis). The Russians have 
Salat Shirpan. 





The prospects with regard to the Kafiir 

war are more pacific. 
16th January. 

Austria and England have informed 
Turkey and Russia that, while admitting an 
armistice they will nob recognize a peace 
negociated separately between the two 
belligerents, if contrary to the terms of the 
Treaty of Paris of 1956, unless their assent 
is obtained. ae 


17th January. 

Parliament was opened to-day by Royal 
Commission. 

‘The speech from the Throne adverts to 
the Porte’s proposal for mediation, and 
subsequent appeal’ to the British Govern- 
ment, which had agreed to enquire of the 
Emperor of Russia if he is prepared to 
entertain peace proposais. 

‘The Emperor of Russia expresses an 
earnest desire for peace, and, through the 
good offices of England, trusts that a pacific 
solution may be arrived at, 

The Queen’s Speech goes on to say that 
hitherto neither bolligereut has infringed 
the conditions of British neutrality, which 
have been respected. 

The neutral attitude of England remains 
unchanged, but if hostilities are prolonged 
some unexpected occurrence may oblige the 
Government to adopt measures of precaution 
requiring adequate preparations. ‘The 
Queen trusts to the liberality of Parliament 
to supply the necessary means. 


18th January. 

Loni Beaconsfield reiterated tho de- 
termination of the Government not to 
hesitate to defend British interests if they 
are threatened. 

Lord Salisbury waives the idea that the 
war will approach localities defined as con- 
nected with the interests'of England, 

Tt_was denied that differences exist in 
the Cabinet, 

Sir Stafford Northcote stated that tho 
Government proposes nothing at presont, 
being ignorant of the proposals of Russia 
vith regard to termsof peace, Dr. Gladstone 
signified approval of this policy. 


19th January, 

The Russians were victorious in the en- 
gagement near Philippopolis, and have now 
ocoupied the city. 

‘Russian troopsarethreatening Adrianople. 

A suspension of hostilities in Bulgaria is 
announced. 

The Russian loss at the capture of the 
Schipka Pass was 5,464 men, 

In the House of Lords the Address in 
reply to the speech from the Thione was 
agreed to without a division. 

‘The debate on the Address in the Com- 
mons was adjourned, the Irish members 
domanding consideration of Home-rule. 


20th January. 

‘The Russians have arrived before Adrian- 
ople. The garrison is retreating towards 
Constantinople, 

‘The Sultan has called out for military 
service all men capable of bearing arms in 
Constantinople, to defend the line of the 
‘Tehataldja. 

‘A general rising of the population of 
‘Thessaly has occurred. 

‘A general rising of the Gaikas has taken 
place, and there has been severe fighting, in 
which the British troops were successful. 

‘The House vi Commons negatived an 
amendment to the address to the Crown. 


21st January. 

‘The Chefoo Convention is not yet ratified. 
The Government is awaiting the India 
Government's despatch on the Convention, 
before deciding upon the commercial points. 

22nd January. 

The report of the suspension of hostilities 
in Bulgaria is contradicted as being pre- 
mature. 

Suleiman Pacha has retreated to the 
Bhodope mountains. 
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It is with.very great regret that we have| 


to record the death of Mr. Goodwin, who’ 
has now for more than twelve years filled 
the post of Assistant Judge, and latterly’ 
of Acting Chief Judge, of the Supreme 
Court of China and Japan. Mr. Goodwin 
‘was universally liked for his kindly manner 
and disposition, and widely respected for 
his high scholarship. ‘The announcement 
of his death will be learned with regret, 
far beyond the immediate circle in which 
his lot has been lately cast.—As a token of 
respect to his memory, all the Consular flags 
were lowered to half-mast during Thurs- 
day afternoon; and H.B.M.'s Supreme 
Court and H.B.M.’s Consulate were closed 
on Friday and Saturday. The U. 8. Con- 
sulate-General was also closed on Friday. 
Tho news of Mr. Goodwin's death was 
at once telegraphed to Lord Derby, who 
‘telegraphed the same evening to Mr. 
Mowat, in reply —“T have received with 
much regret the news of Mr. Goodwin's 
death. Express my sincere sympathy to 
‘Mrs. Goodwin.” 

No very important business seems to 
have occupied the Council at the meet- 
ing of the 14th January.—The election of 
‘Mr. Sim to be Captain of No. 1 0o., 8.V.C., 
was confirmed,—A gratuity of Tis. 500 was 
voted to the widow of Mr. Roggers, late 
Municipal Tax Collector. 

There has been much tightness in the 
money market during the last few day 
‘The rate of Chinese intorest reached $m. 
on Thursday ovening, and after fuctua- 
ting between 8m. and 4m., closed at 
6m. 5. Friday evening, The rate has 
ince been easior, but is still high. The 
arrival of $380,000 by the English mail 
on Monday, should tend to ease matters a 
little ; and we believe a considerable sum is 
also expected from San Francisco by the 
next American mail; but this can only 
arrive within a day or two of the New 
Year, and by that time the difficulty will, 
presumably, be nearly over. 

‘The  Merrymakers” made a very suc- 
cessful first appearance at the Lyceum on 
Friday night, before a numerous audience, 
the pit, pit-stalls, and gallery, being nearly 
filled, and the boxes presenting a fair 
muster. Genuine fun and laughter pre- 
vailed throughout the evening, the only 
drawback beingthelengthof the programme, 
which contained almost enough for two 
porformances. On Monday and again last 
night, the troupe played to large audiences, 
their performances being uniformly good. 

‘The entertainment at the Temperance 
Hall, on Saturday evening, was in every 
respect a success. There was a large 
attendance, all available seats being oc- 
cupied ; and the programme presented was 
much above the average from a musical 
point of view. Several encores were 
demanded, and a short address by the 
Rey. J. S. Roberts seemed to be 
much appreciated. ‘The Hon. G. Wiley 
Wells was also announced to give an 
address, but he was unavoidably absent. 
A letter of apology from him was read by 
the Chairman, Mr. C. P. Blethen, in which 
‘Mr. Wells explained that up to the last 
moment he had hoped to be present, but, 
owing to it being the eve of his de- 
parture to America, he was detained by 











business engagements. He expressed strong 
sympathy with the temperance movement; 
and said that had he remained in Shanghai 
its supporters here would have found in 
him a warm colleague. Dr. MacGowan was 
substituted for the absentee, and, after a 
few prefatory remarks in advocacy of the 
temperance cause, he gave a biographical 
sketch of Mr. Wells from the time he left 
college to his ceasing to officiate as Consul- 
General here. 

‘We are requested to say that an effort is 
being made to keep open a Temperance 
Hall and Sailors’ Reading Room in Hong- 
kew. ‘Tea, coffee, ete., are furnished at 
reasonable rates, writing materials free, and 
a hearty welcome to all.” The Hall is 
located at 893, Broadway, nearly opposite 
the Old Dock. Contributions of books, 
pamphlets, newspapers, &e., will be thank- 
fully received, and may be sent directly to 
the Hall. 

We are indebted to Mr, Saunders for 
five views of Shanghai, taken by him while 
the snow was lying thickly on the ground. 
One represents a group of people on the 
ice-pond ; another, the Public Garden, taken 
from a pointa little above the mainentrance; 
athird, the Consular Garden, which is dull in 
the unbroken expanse of white on the wide 
lawn ; one almost wishes some one had ran 
‘across the snow, to break the monotony. 
‘Two excellent pictures are the thickly 
wooded corner between the Hongkew 
Church and Creek, and a view of some 
snow-laden trees and of the Soochow creek 
bridge and opposite shore, taken apparently 
from Mr. Saunders’ own compound. It is 
a pity Mr, Saunders did not get a view 
from the Soochow Creek bridge, of the 
Juno, with her awnings and yards snow- 
covered. Her appearance reminded one of 
the pictures of the Arctic expedition. 

‘The members of the Asiatic Society have 
it in contemplation to give a conversazion 
at their rooms, on Monday next, when 
there will be a display of Chineso 
curiosities, fossils, fauna and ferns of 
Asia ; as also an exhibition on a slight scale 
of the recent discoveries of electricity, and 
experiments with the Telephone. For this 
purpose, a sub-Committee of the society’ 
was appointed, which we hear has -been 
fortunate enough to secure the co-operation 
of some of the most influential members 
of the community. In view of the cold 
weather, and of the multiplicity of gaicty 
now reigning at Shanghai, it is intended 
that the conversazione shall be in the 
afternoon, between 3 and 6 o'clock, so 
that every one will be able to look in, in 
the course of their afternoon stroll. It is 
not in contemplation to issue any special 
invitations, but the rooms will be open to 
all, and the Society will welcome every 
visitor.—While wishing every success to 
this effort on the part of the Asiatic Society 
and the gentlemen who act on the Com- 
mittee, we note that this is the first attempt 
made at Shanghai of the kind ; and, like 
all first attempts, will have its iniatory 
difficulties to overcome. Of course, it is not 
every coup Cessai that is a coup de maitre. 
The arrangements, too, have necessarily 
been rather hurried, as some of the exhibits 
promised will afterwards go forward to the 
French Exhibition, and several among the 














Chinese gentlemen who contribute are ° 
anxious fo withdraw theirs before the Net 
‘Year.’ Any imperfection which may re- 
sult from this haste will, we are sure, 
be readily pardoned. 

Another robbery of telegraph wire from 
the Woosung line was attempted on Friday 
evening, but the watchmen employed by 
the Great Northern Company fortunately 
heard the jarring of the wire and ran to 
the spot in time to prevent the robbers 
carrying off their booty. Otherwise they 
had a considerable quantity of it coiled up 
ready for removal. 

‘The Banks are advertised to close on the 
2nd, 4th, and bth of February, for the 
China New-Year holidays. 

American newspapers received by the 
last mail contain the nomination of Mr. 
D. H. Bailey, who for many years has 
been United States Consul at Hongkong, 
for the Consul-Generalship of Shanghai ; 
and from the same source we learn that 
the Hon. G. Wiley Wells, who has been 
‘officiating here during the suspension of 
Mr. J. ©. Myers, is nominated as Mr. 
Bailey's successor. Mr. Wells, however, 
telegraphed to Washington declining the 
‘Hongkong appointment, and left on Sunday 
by the Nagoya Maru, for Washington. Mr. 
Bailey is now at Washington on leave. 
His nomination as Consul-General here 
leads us to suppose that Mr. Myors has 
cither resigned the position of Qonsul- 
General, or that his suspension by the Hon, 
G., F. Seward has been confirmed. 

‘The L. & C. Express gives the following 
as the probable appointments, in conse- 
quence of the opening of new ports under 
the Chefoo Convention, and the establish- 
mont of Consulates at Chinkiang, Tamsuy, 
and Kiungchow. The list varies in two 
or three cases from that which we heard 
Inst week had been decided on, and is 
rather fuller.

‘The Globe of December 7th has the fol- 
lowing :—“ Sir Thomas Wade, British 
Minister to China, who is now on leave of 
absence in this country, it is stated is not 
likely to return to Peking. His services in 
China extend over thirty-five years.” | 

The Bradford Chamber of Commerce 
has memorialised Lord Derby, express- 
ing satisfaction at the opening of the 
new ports on the Yangtze, and regret 
that the privilege has not been extended 
to Chungking, which they urge should also 
be added to the list of ports open to trade. 
The Chamber goes on to point out the 
possibly injurious effect of the lekin clause, 
and advises the substitution of a clear 
provision— 
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“That imported po shall be liable 
to no other duty at the Treaty Ports than 
to the regular import duty, and that the 
certificate of the payment of the commuted 
transit dues shall free them cf all further 
inland charges, taxes, or lekin, whatsoever.” 

We reprint from the L. & C. Express 
ashort letter by Mr. Hanbury, regarding 
the Chefoo Convention. Failing to com- 
prehend how any one could construe the 
wording of that document “to mean that 
manufactured goods are to be placed in a 
worse position than under the present 
troaty,” Mr. Hanbury consulted the Chinese 
Minister on the subject ; and is able to 
state that Kio declares “no increase of 
any sort of tax on manufactured goods is 
contemplated under the Chefoo Conven- 
tion, by the Chinese Government ; and 
that, under it, foreign merchants will con- 
tinue to enjoy the full privileges of the 
“transit pass system accorded to them by 
the Treaty of ‘Tientsin.”—It would need 
more than Mr. Hanbury's and more than 
Kwo's assurance to convince us that the 
recognition of the incidence of lekin upon 
foreign goods elsewhere than within the 
limits of the foreign Settlements is not a 
disadvantage ; although it is quite likely 
they paid lekin before, on arrival at 
their destination, and will do so still. 
But that the goods are equally well, 

jand in some respects better, pro- 
tected during transit than before, is 
also clear. It is when they arrive at 
their destination that they are abandoned, 
and though it may have been dificult to 
protect them, the inferential recognition of 
Tekin is the abandonment of a point 
which had been claimed, and an encourage 
ment to levy the tax. The other foreign 
Ministers at Poking evidently viewed the 
matter in this light, as they declined to 
recognise the objectionable clause, 

Over the signature “R," some one 
writes to the L. d: C. Express a letter which 
chimes in curiously with the remark we 
made a few days ago, anent the different 
views taken by the Viceroy of Nanking 
and the Director of Grain Transport, re- 
garding the morits of the Taotai Liu Hien. 
‘The former procures Liu’s degradation for 
opium-smoking, at the moment when tho 
latter was recommending him for promotion 

_ on account of his activity and ability ; so 
that opium could not have done him very 
much harm. “R's” comment is to precisely 
the same effet -— 

“T notice’ (he remarks) that a recent 
lecturer on the Opium question lays great 
stress on the ides that opium-smoking 
tends to weaken the Chinese intell 
For my own part I can hardly think this is 
the case, considering the manner in which 
‘we unlucky merchants are invariably out- 
witted by opium-smoking dealers at the 
ports, and our able, astute and talented 
“ministers by opium-smoking Mandarins at 
Poking. The Chinese, at all events, seem 
to have had their wits quite as much about 
them as Sir Thomas Wade, in regard to the 
‘Chefoo Convention.” 

‘We copy from San Francisco papers some 
telegrams giving interesting details of the 
circumstances attending the fall of Plevna, 

, and the effect produced in England and 
Constantinople, The Turks are acknow- 
ledged to have fought magnificently in their 

, 








desperate effort to break out of the fortress ; 
and the Czar subsequently visited Osman 
Pasha and returned to him his sword in 
recognition of his bravery. The condition 
of the garrison seems to have been in the 
last degree distressful. 

We have received the November- 
December number of the China Review, 
which we shall take an early opportunity 
of reviewing. ~ 

We welcome with pleasure the re-appear- 
ance of the Japan Times—a newspaper 
originally founded by Mr. Rickerby, trans- 
ferred by him to other proprietors on his 
return to England, and now revived by 
him, after somo years’ lapse, in the old 
form and—we can honestly say—with a 
very excellent first number. Mr. Rickerby 
does not put forth the prologue generally 
supposed to be necessary in starting a new 
paper; claiming that he has already “given 
his proofs” in the earlier numbers of the 
journal, and that people will best find out 
the merits of the revived issue by perusing 
its columns. In the meantime, we reprint 
from his “notes of the week” a paragraph 
which speaks the feeling of many an one 
besides Colonel Newcome, who has been 
disappointed on his return home. Mr. 
Rickorby’s advice, accordingly, is the same 
as Punch’s to those about to mary 
“Don't.” 

‘The China Mail adds to what we printed 
last week regarding the loss of the bark 
Novelty, that she was totally wrecked 
8 miles S.E. of Keelung. An inquiry into 
the circumstances will probably be held in 
Keelung, a3 H.M.S. Moorhen was in that 
port. The following is all that is at present 
known about the wreck.—The Novelty left 
Keelung on the 30th ultimo, but had shortly 
afterwards to anchor on account of calm and 
the tide setting towards the land. About 
midnight, light breeze sprung up and her 
anchor was raised; but before the vessel 
gathered steoring way, she drifted on tho 
rocks. Fortunately no lives were lost, but 
owing to a heavy gale setting in on the 31st, 
the ship wont to pieces, and the cargo, con- 
sisting of 8,000 piculs of coal, was lost ; two 
boats and a chronometer were all that had 
been saved when the Hailvong left Tamsui. 

‘The Peking Gazette of the 23rd December 
shows the pressure which has been brought 
to bear to secure the degradation of the 
chief officials of Honan. Early last autumn, 
the Censor Li Kia-yoh presented a memo- 
rial acousing the Financial Commissioner 
of levying merciless exactions from the 
famine-stricken districts, a Taotai named 
Yin Keng-yiin of interfering unwarrantably 
with public business and of committing 
malpractices under fictitious pretexts, and 
a Tactai named Liu Cheng-chung, of 
being in infirm health and neglecting his 
duties. Ata later period, another Censor 
memorialised representing the Governor 
himself as “negligent, incapable, and 
regardless of the principles which should 
be his guide." —Two officers named Tsung- 
kiand Shao Heng-yii were hereupon de- 
puted to visit the province and enquire 
into the charges. On the 6th December a 
decree was published, acknowledging the 
receipt of their report which looked very 
much like making the best of 2 bad 
business, One of the accused Taotais had 












died in the meantime! and the other had 
vacated his post to go into mourning for 
the death of a parent !—(two rather curious 
coincidences) ; and the case of the Governor 
and Financial Commissioner was handed 
overto the Board of Civil Office to decide. 
Tho Gazette of the 14th December con- 
tained a decree based upon the recommend- 
ation of this board, cashiering the Finan- 
cial Commissioner and ordering the removal 
of the Governor to other employ. The 
Gazette of the 23rd December tardily pub- 
lishes what appear to be the original 
memorials on which the investigation was 
founded, and on the following day appears 
the report of the Imperial Commissioners 
appointed to conduct the enquiry. They 
are worth reading, as showing the kind of 
iniquity high mandarins are in a position 
to perpetrate ; but it is satisfactory to find, 
a8 we remarked with reference to a minor 
case last week, that there is a limit at which 
justice can be invoked. 

The Peking Gazette of the 26th Decomber 
is almost entirely taken up with references 
to the famine. ‘The Special Commissioner 
to Honan, on behalf of that province, and 
the Consor Kwoh Tsung-kii, on behalf of 
Shansi, solicit sanction to tho sale of brevet 
and substantive rank, to procure funds.— 
‘The Governors of Peking ask for additional 
supplies of grain for distribution at the 
relief agencies in the various parts of the 
capital, owing to the greatly increased num- 
ber of the applicants for food. A further 
donation of 600 piculs of millet and of 
‘Tis. 600 is made accordingly. 

A decree in the Gazette of the 26th 
December refers to the absence of the 
snowfall which is so badly wanted to 
moisten the soil in Chibli ; and orders that 
aseries of interceasory services bo held at 
the various State Temples. 

‘The same Gazette contains a memorial 
from tho (so-called) Hoppo of Canton, 
announcing his intention to make a tour 
of the ports under his fiscal jurisdiction, 
with a view to look into the conduct of 
Customs affairs, especially as “the roceipta 
of opiuun duties at the six stations at Hong- 
kong and Macao have shown a continuous 
decline, to such an extent indeed that the 
revenue does not suffice to meet tho appro- 
priations ordered to be supplied from it ; 
and a study of the causes of this falling- 
off leads to the conclusion that smuggling 
must bo rife.”” 

Elsewhere will be found an account of 
tho Foocxow races, which appear to have 
been held under very’ unfavourable cir- 
cumstances. ‘The races were postponed 
from the 5th to tho 6th (Saturday) in 
consequence of bad weather, the course 
being very heavy through the recont rain. 
But Saturday turned out to be as bad a 
day for racing as it is possible to conceive, 
torrents of rain continuing throughout the 
day, and the ponies having to struggle 
through mud and water a foot deep. A 
further postponement then took place till 
the 9th and 10th, when the weather 
proved rather better, but still sufficiently 
disagreeable.

‘THE NEW CONSULAR APPOINTMENTS. 
Tue new Consular appointments in 
China may fairly be accepted as a proof 
that the present British Government is 
not indifferent to the interests of its sub- 
jects resident ere ; aud, as an indication 
of a somewhat different frame of mind 
from what has prevailed, we are glad to 
welcome it, Much injury and injustice 
has been done by a narrow and starve-all 
policy which has trusted the inter- 
ests of British trade and British 
influevce to the hands of a number of 
officers of inadequate rank, and there 
is uo doubt that the presence of an 
official of adequate rank and powers 
in each of the ports will be effective 
in getting rid of some of the abuses 
which have prevailed. In stating this 
much, we have, we believe, urged most 
if not all of the advantages likely to 
be derived from the new system; bat 
there are other considerations which 
seem likely to render the recont 
changes of less practical utility than 
might be desired. Tho opening of the 
new ports is an undoubted advant- 
age, inasmuch as they provide new 
inlets for foreign manufactures, and 
enable them to be laid down free from 
intermediate squeezes and charges, so 
much nearer the places of consump. 
tion, But what was needed in order to 
do justice to the new as well as to the 
old ports, is the efficient carrying out 
of the stipulations of the Treaty of Tien- 
tein with regard to internal traffic. In 
one or two respects, as we have already 
pointed out, the Chefoo Convention 
tonded to give these stipulations fuller 
scope; but it more than neutralised 
whatever good in this respect it con- 
tained, by the implied recognition of 
the incidence of Zein on British imports 
outside the circle of the foreign Settle. 
ments, The power of the’ tra 
clauses was maintained qui goods én 
transitu, but these were inferentially 
abandoned to tho tax collector on 
arrival at their destination. This was 
a bad step in the wrong direction ;* and 
the appointment of Consuls at all the 
petty ports on the coast looks as 
though the fase policy bad been 
preased on the Government, of exalting 
the markets on the coast at the 
expense of those in the interior. It 
Tooke, in fact, a repetition of the 
old Canton system, only that, instead 
of one, we are now likely to have many 
Cantons—so many, that the trade possi- 
ble to be carried on under such 
auspices will be so frittered and divided

j of Ohins, It is evident from the nature 





of things that in many, if not all, of 
the minor ports, imports must practically 
be exchanged against exports of mere 
local consumption. Taking away the 
great ten ports and Shanghai, the 
amount of goods offered for direct 
foreign export is but small, and the 
great staples of export are merely 
local productions fivding their market 
in other portions of the Empire. Into 
such a trade a foreigner cannot, in the 
nature of things, enter except at ruinous 
risk. We do not find the cattle and 
butter markets of England manipulated 
by Frenchmen or Chinese. Yet it is 
ouly on the supposition of foreigners 
being directly interested, that the keep- 
ing up of large and expensive Consular 
establishments is needed at ports such 
as Wubu or Wénchow. What foreign 
trade requires, is the ability to sell and 
deliver goods at any part of the 
interior, free from yexations and in- 
definite levies ; and the best manner to 
effect this is scarcely to be found in 
sending Consuls to isolation and retire- 
ment in ports such as we have just 
mentioned. On the other hand, British 
interests have largely suffered by the 
entrusting of really important ports, 
such as Chinkiang, to officers without 
corresponding rank aud powers. The 
importance of Chinkiang, for instance, 
is to be measured not by the number 
of British merchants who contrive to 
make living ont of its trade, but 
by the advantages of its position, com- 
manding the main lines of access from 
northern to southern China, and being 
immediately in connection with Nan- 
king, the chief centre of Chinese 
official influence after Peking, and the 
spot whence most of the attempts to 
paralyse trade have of late years pro- 
ceeded. 

‘We would also wish to utter a protest, 
before it is too late, at the dead level to 
which the service bids fair to be re- 
duced. After the last Parliamentary 
enquiry, a sort of promise was given by 
the then Government, that no more 
reductions in the salary of Consuls in 
China would be attempted. We find 
that this good rule bas not been fol- 
lowed in the present case. Recent 
events have shown bow important is 
the post of Consul at Canton, and how 
very seriously British interests at Hong- 
kong may be affected by his incapacity 
or ill-will. Notwithstanding this fact, 
well-known to the Government, the 
salary of the post has, under the new 
arrangement, been considerably reduced, 
thereby taking away one of the only 
two posts in the service which might 
be looked upon as the ultimate reward of 
good and faithful service. Again, the 
minimum salary of a Consul in China 
had been fixed at £800 per annum; 
but by the new arrangement some of 
the new ports have Consuls attached 
at a salary of £700. It will readily 
be seen that such a promotion is one 
of form only, and that the officer who 
has to give up the berth of Vice- 
Consul at one of the larger ports for 
that of Consul at the same salary, 











really looks upon the promotion as a 
step backwards. Again, we fear that 
the new promotions will be made the 
oceasion for still further crowding the 
lower steps in the service. Wo have, 
before this, taken occasion to animad. 
vert on the policy which was crowd- 
ing the Consular service in China 
with a number of students who soon 
found out by bitter experience how 
small was the chance they had of 
preferment in life. The number of 
new Consulates now instituted at in- 
adequate salaries will scarcely bo 
considered as offering any additional 
inducement to efficiency. Thero is fear 
that the best men, seeing no hope of 
advancement, will continue to leave the 
service; and but the mediocre will 
contrive to crawl along the weary road 
to promotion. Already the service is 
overmanned; no real work existe for 
fally half the juniors ; yet, with strange 
persistency, batches of student inter. 
preters continue to be sent ont, to drop 
in afew years into inanity, ‘The same 
expenditure, wisely graduated according 
to work and responsibility, would offer 
to all members of the service an in- 
ducement to good conduct not now 
existing. 





MR, C. W. GOODWIN, 
Ox Saturday, in tho Shanghai Cemetery, 
was buried all that can be buried of one 
of the few scholars of European repu- 
tation who has ever been connected with 
English official life in China. The late 
Charles Wycliffe Goodwin, ‘the Acting 
Chief Judge of the Supreme Court 
for China and Japan, was a man of very 
extraordinary gifts, After a distin 
guished career at Cambridge, he devoted 
himself to antiquarian and historical 
research. At first, his inclination drew 
him to the study of Avglo-Saxon, and 
his translations of curious fragments 
from our mother language were remark. 
able for their accuracy and care. His 
most conspicuous literary achievements, 
however, were in a very different 
field. After devoting some two or 
three years to tho Coptic tongue, 
as a preparatory study, Mr. Goodwin 
set to work on the decipherment of 
Egyptian papyri. He followed the 
system of Champollion, and ‘worked 
with extraordinary and indefatigable 
industry at this task, It is not flattery, 
but strict fact, to describe the lato 
Judge as one of the greatest Egypto- 
logists. This obscure and difficult study, 
taxing to the utmost the industry and 
cuteness of the echolar,-had an irre- 
sistible fascination for Mr. Goodwin ; 
and he worked at it with the enthusiasm 
and patience which in their combina- 
tion constitute genius. “The story of 
Saticha,” “The two Brothers,” ‘and 
many other precious relics of antiquity 
were recovered by his skill; and as 
long as he had health for the task 
he laboured with unflagging activity ut 
his self-imposed toil. The great Enrope- 
an scholars Lepsius, Chabas, Renan, 











Brogsb, Hincks and others, regarded 
his translations as models; and the 
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dissertations on subjects connected with 
the Egypt of the Exodus, in the 
“ Speaker's Commentary” on the Bible, 
wore all corrected and revised by his 
hand. Ho did not, however, confine his 
attention to this stady, but was engaged 
at one time in conducting a literary 
periodical called The Parthenon, and 
wrote much for the Saturday Review 
in ite early days. 

In all the varied studies which he 
essayed, he was remarkable for the 
thoroughness with which he haudled 
his subject. As an art critic, he held 
a high place; and his knowledge of 
musio was scientific aud profound, 
Tho admirable musical critiques in 
the Guardian were for many years 
furnished by his pen. His contzibution 
to the celebrated Essays and Reviews, 
undertaken, we boliove, at short notice, 
was by no means the least attractive 
of the soven remarkable papers 
that constituted a volume, the 
publication of which was destined to 
form an epoch in English theological 
thonght, and to illustrate tho advantage 
derivable to the cause of religious and 
moral trath from a freo handling in a 
becoming spirit of subjects peculiarly 
liable to suffer from conventional 
Innguago and traditional treatment, 
Bat thoso who onjoyed the great privil- 
ege of Mr. Goodwin's acquaintance 
remember him with that affectionate 
regard which is secured by qualities 
not always associated with profound 
antiquarian scholarship, He was one 
of the most charming companions thnt 
it was possible to moot, His conversa- 
tion was studded with rocondite alln- 
sions, with happy expressions, and 
with all the evidences of = learning 
alike sour 
lighted up with the most playful fanoy, 
and enhanced by the modesty which 
Chaucer desoribes as inseparable from 
the trao soholar— 


“And gladly wolde he lerne, and gladly teche.” 






‘Wo may sometimes regret, in the intor- 
ests of science, that a more congenial 
field than a Judgeship in Shanghai was 
not found for a man so pecaliarly and 
ricbly endowed with gifts; and whose 
bias certainly pointed out other spheres 
as far more congenial to his taste aud 
adapted to his powers; but at the same 
time we were fortunate for many years 
in having amongst us a man of rare 
learning, who was, at the same timo, an 
embodiment of some of the most loveable 
qualities, and a model of honour, sim. 
plicity, and parity of aim. Those who 
knew him intimately learned something 
fresh from every conversation they had 
with him, ond feol that the loss made 
by his death is in many senses irrepar- 
able. But far deoper is the bereav 
ment sustained by bis family, with 
whom we can only express our sincere 
sympathy. 
“Non omnia terra 
Obruta: vivit amor, vivit dolor.” 














‘THE FRENCH MUNICIPAL BUDGET. 
Tae Budget of the French Municipal 
Conncil for the year 1877 contemplated 
an income of Tis. 79,680 and an 
outlay of Tis. 124,086; there being 
in band an aecamulaied surplus of 
‘Tis 43,316, which nearly equalised the 
available fands and the contemplated 
expenditure. The actual revenue has 
been Tis. 84,366—an increase derived 
principally from the tax on Chinese 
honses, Jinrikeha Licenses, and the 
native Cleansing and Lighting tax; 
while the actual expenditure was only 
"Pls, 119,325; so that the year closes 
with a surplus of Tis. 8,358. The 
pablie works upon which the large 
acenmulated surplus bas been expended, 
had figured in more than one previous 
Budget, but their execution bad for 
some reason or other been deferred until 
time and opportunity for the purpose 
were found during the year just elapsed. 
These works are the enlargement 
of the various Municipal offices and 
quarters for the different officials, the 
erection of a house for the Surveyor 
of Works, and of Stables; the con- 
struction of abutments for two bridges 
over the Yang-king-pang; and the ex- 
tension of the Bund in accordance with 
the line adopted by the two Councils, 
These works absorbed a sum of Tis. 
19,196. An extraordinary outlay of 
Tis. 11,947 was also incurred in the 
purchase and partial reconstruction of 
the East and West Police Station: 
At the oxpiry of the lense of the former 
building, the Counci) found themselves 
able to purchase the property at a 
reasonable price, and very wisely de- 
cided to do so; while the incrense of 
the Chinese population in the Western 
portion of the Concession necessitated 
tho establishment of anew Police Station, 
for which it was also deemed politic— 
in view of the growing price of Jand— 
to buy rather than lease accommodation. 
The metalling and repairs of streets, 
the bunding of creeks, &c., have cost 
Tis. 15,414; completing an aggregate 
of Tis. 46,557 expended during the 
past year upon public works, besides 
Tis. 1,125 spent in buying a strip of 
land to improve the course of roads. 
The accounts for 1877 offer no other 
leading featares of interest, the various 
items having varied only slightly from 
those of previous years. 

‘The estimated expenditure for the 
year 1978 also reaches the high figure of 
Ms. 106,498, being again swollen by 
an estimate of Tis, $1,391 for public 
works, and an increase.of Ts. 3,920 on 
the cost of Police. To meet these 
charges the Council have considerably 
increased the land tax by raising the 
assessed rate moro nearly to the real 
value, and by doubling the Foreign 
House tax. They thus attain to a 
revenue of Tls. 98,140—swollen by the 
surplus of Tis. 8,358 from the past 
year to an available total of Tls. 106,498, 
which exactly balances the proposed 
outlay. The chief pablic works which 
figure in the new Budget are the bund- 
ing of the Hwangpoo now in process, 











the cleausing of the Yang-king-pang, 
and the much needed repairs to the 
Sikaway road which are at last in fair 
course of execution, The increased 
outlay upon Police, which forms the 
other salient feature of the Budget, is 
due to the increase of pay voted in 
March last year, and to an increase of 
staff necessitated by the erection, before 
referred to, of a new station in the West 
Quarter of the Settlement. The Budget 
is a liberal or: considering the small 
area over which the French Settlement 
extends; but it must be remembered 
that this covers a densely populated 
quarter, and that it includes & popula. 
tion requiring decidedly more police 
supervision than the districts on the 
north of the Yang-king-pang. It is in 
close proximity to the junk anchorage, 
and consequently to a large boating 
population; it contains theatres and 
other houses of entertainment which 
require considerable police attention, 
and it is more liable to visits from the 
less reputable inhabitants of the city 
than are we beyond the line of the 
Yang-king-pang. ‘The public works, 
too, which bave been executed during 
the past and are contemplated during 
the present year, are very much in the 
nature of improvoments which will not 
appear as a recurring charge, One 
source of expenditure is indicated which 
may prove seriously olastic, but we 
would fain hope that a better apprecia- 
tion of the conditions of the Hwangpoo 
will prevent the complete extension of 
the Bund to the limit defined in the 
aceepted plan, The small extension near 
the mouth of the Yang-king-pang, which 
is now in progress, is not a material 
eueronchment, and only extends the 
right bank of that fragrant stream to 
aneven line with the English Bund. 
But to further reduce the width of the 
rapidly narrowing channel by extending 
the bund to the outside limit of the 
ON. Co’s wharves, would be to pursue 
a policy of which all past experience has 
shown the danger and harm. ‘To bund 
out the Hwaugpoo is like bunding out 
a pond. Here is no stroug current, 
having force sufficient to clear a way 
for itself on the East if it is choked on 
the West, but a sluggish muddy water. 
course of which every encroachment 
diminishes the capacity. The urgent 
need for dredging, to repair the harm 
which has been done and to prevent 
further deterioration, has been so often 
urged in vain that we almost despair of 
seeing the necessary work begun, But 
it would be at least discreet to refrain 
from helping the work of ruin, by 
narrowing still farther a channel on 
which the great prosperity of the French 
Settlement entirely depends. 





COSMOPOLITANISM AND PATRIOTISM. 
In the speeches of prominent statesmen, 
and in the articles contributed to the 
more philosophical and reflective of our 
periodicals, we see a constant reference 
to and contrast between two ideas, the 
cosmopolitan:and the patriotic. These’ 
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principles are opposed to each other 
every day, and seem aluicst likely to be 
the party watchwords of the future. 
‘The two ideas are apparently destined 
to be the rallying cries of the two great 
Piirties kuown of old aa the Liberal and 
Conservative; or, tospeak more correctly, 
the two newly-intioduced words are to 
represent the foreign policy of the old 
parties; and the leading idea of the 
Foreign Office, under Liberal control, 
is to be cosmopolitan; whereas the 
leading idea of the Foreign Office, 
under Tory control, is to be patriotic. 
Ib is ensy to sneer at patriotism as being 
after all a form of egotistic ignorance, 
Tho extravagant belief in the super- 
iotity of one's own country, and one’s 
own possessions, and oue’s own insti. 
tutions, is but another form of express- 
ing the fact that ‘we know next to 
nothing about the land, possessions, and 
aystems of our neighbours ; aud that we 
extol, because we have never compared. 
But when all thene bolts are shot a; 
the patriotic theory, we have an un- 
comfortable feeling that it is a most 
difficult idea to kill, and that somehow 
it will be found influential in the 
world of fact, though the philosophers 
may prove to demonstration that it is 
wholly unreasonable and even mis- 
chievous. 

Certainly, patriotism, when it pres- 
ents itself in the form which it does in 
China, is in many respects aggravating. 
Tn this country patriotism is developed 
in an almost incredible degree, and 
stretched about as far as it can possibly 
go. To the Chinaman, China is still 
“all under heaven.” What is outside 
the confines of China is outside the 
confines of the world, This is still the 
one spot on which the sunshine of 
Divine favour fall; beyond the pale, 
the traveller’s feet will stumble on the 
dark mointains of ignorance and 
barbarism. To quote a distinguished 
Chinese authority:—"I felicitate my- 
“golf that I was born in China, and 
“constantly think how very different 
“it would be with me if I had been 
“born beyond the seas in some remote 
“part of the earth where the people, far 
“yemoved from tho converting maxiins 
“of the ancient Kings, and ignorant of 
“the domestic relations, are clothed 
“with the leaves of plants, eat wood, 
“dwell in the wilderness, and live 
“in the holes of the earth. Though 
“born in this world in such a condi- 
“tion I should not have been different 
“from the beasts of the field. But 
“ now, huppily, I bave been born in the 
“Middle Kingdom. I have a house to 
“Jive in. Ihave food and drink aud 
“elegant furviture, having clothing 
“and caps and infinite blessings ; traly 
“ the highest felicity is mine.” It seems 
to us that the Chinaman has but 
moderate grounds for his exaltation, 
when compared with a European dwell- 
ing ii the present highly civilised 
century in one of the great capitals. 
Still, from bis own peculiar standing 
poiut, with the pictures of other nations 
painted in impossible black in order 

















that the Chinaman “having clothing 
and caps” may have his due prominence, 
there is very little exaggeration 
in the picture. It is not much more 
untrue than the ideal John Bull, as 
ropresented by patriotic pencils in the 
time of George III, would have ap- 
peared if placed side by side with tho 
stupid, prejudiced, overtaxéd reality. 
Bat it happens, fortunately for ts, that 
we can see in two vations types of the 
two spirits in very marked contrast. 
China has resolved that how far soever 
she may ges fit to go in the direction of 
Europeanized progress, she will preserve 
her individuality and her national 
churacteristics. She will be China to 
the last. The Japanese, in their contact 
with the Western spirit, have failed to 
preserve the national marks, and are in 
danger of losing their idaalism, 
The cosmopolitan idea has seized them, 
and is ridiug them a long distance past 
their landmarks and traditions. Much 
good would be done if some political 
writer would present to Buglish readers 
@ picture of- the state of things in 
China and Japan, showing how each is 
carrying out one of the ideas which are 
in conflict in Europe. 











THE WAR IN TURKEY. 


Events have proved that we did not 
exaggerate last September, when wo 
spoke of Plevna as the probable tara- 
ing poiat of the campaign. If the 
Russians could be driven back from 
this fortress, the whole of their posi- 
tions south of the Danube would be 
in danger; while, if they succeeded in 
crushing Osman Pasha, the road to 
Sophia and the Western Balkans would 
be open to them. After a defence 
which will rank bigh in the history of 
military feats, Plevna has fallen; and 
the Turkish defence seems to have 
collapsed as suddenly under tho in- 
fluence of the catastrophe as did the 
resistance of the South after Sheridan's 
march through Georgia. The surrender 
of Osmau Pasha was followed by an 
immediate offer from the Porte to 
accept the mediation of Europe—in 
itself a confession of approaching 
exhaustion. Russiarefasingtonegociate 
exeeps under an armistice, Turkey 
consented to the condition, and seut 
an envoy to Kezaulik, at the foot of the 
Schipka Pass, to uegociate terms. But 
of the negociations or arrangements 
which might have been expected to 
follow, we have heard no word ; aud the 
Russian armies, pursuing vigorously 
their success, have crossed the Balkans 
and reached Adrianople, which the 
‘Tarks seem to be abandoning to them. 
—A comparison of the map with 
the recent telegrams will show with 
perfect clearness the movemetits which 
followed on the fall of Plevna. Siileiman 
Pasha gave up all hope of prosecuting 
the campaign in Bulgaria, and, leaving 
adequate garrisons in the Quadrilateral, 
withdrew the bulk of bis army across 
the eastern Balkans to attempt the 
defence of Ramelia, Powerless to make 








head against the great force which 
the fall of Plevna set free to operate 
against him, Mehemet Ali fell back on 
the West, and, crossing the Balkans 
neat Ichtiman, otiant ie 50,000 
men to swell the army wit 
Suleiman Pasha risked a al a 
Philopopolis, Following ap Mehemed 
Ali on the one hand, the Ruésians 
succeeded, by an effort which coat 
them over 5,000 men, in clearing the 
Schipka Pass on the other; and were 
able, having thus cleared the Balkan 
range, to pour over their fordés, by both 
roads, to attack the new Turkish posi- 
tion. A battle ensued which lasted’ two 
if not more days, but which ended in 
the defeat of the Tarks, who were driven 
back upon Adrianople, Here it was 
thought that a stand would have 
been made, but if late telegrams 
can be relied on, the Turks aré falling 
back, before the. advancing Russians, 
upon their final stand-point at Con- 
stantinople. It remains to be seen 
whether the ring which Europe has so 
far maintained around the combatants 
will be still preserved, and the hered- 
itary enemies be left to fight out 
the siruggle to the bitter end, before 
the great fortifications which have been 
constructed around the Turkish capital, 
The writer whose forecast of the 
sitnation we reprinted Jately from 
the Times, considers these impregnable ; 
and as the command of the sea secures 
the garrison from the fate of Plevna, it is 
far from impossible that the “Russians 
may so exhaust themselves in ineffectual 
attacks upow lines in comparison with 
which those of Torres Vedras are 
declared to be weak, that the tide 
of war may even yet be rolled back 
across the Balkan range. Besides the 
fortifientions of the city itself, the 
writer whom we have quoted dea 
a séries of fortified approaches, which 
conveyed to his mind an impression 
of simple security. If it bo trae, 
therefore, that the Turks are bent on 
fighting out the struggle to the last, wo 
may have to look forward to another 
siege, in comparison with which the 
attack of Plovria was child’s play. ‘The 
prospect depends on two chief questions 
—whether the Turks rotain sufficient 
determination to defend this modern 
Granada with the tenacity they showed 
in thé eailier campaign ; and whether 
Earope will be content to let the 
straggle go on, or will interfere at this 
supreme moment to stop the carnage.

fund, necessitated by the undermining 
action of the River, have been commenced ;

proved.—The Budget for 1878 estimates an 
income from ordinary sources of taxation 
(and including the balance in hand), of Tis. 
805.60, and from the further issue of de- 
bontures, of Tis. 1,743.61, making a total 
of Tis, '2,549.21'to meet an outlay of 
‘Tis. 3,327.50, A sum of Tis, 1,000, de- 
manded from’ the C.N. Company for rent 
of the Bund, will, however, more than make 
up the deficiency, if the Company agree to 
this doubling of the rent they have paid 
hitherto. The chief item in the accounts 
is, of course, the cost of Bund repairs, to 
meet which the Debenture loan was 
authorised, and which figures this year for 
Tis, 2,430.—A resolution was again passed,

Thero has been nothing of interest in 
this city save the snow and ice and cold. 
All say there has been no severe weather 
like this since the time of the Rebels, 17 
years ago. . Numbers of inouses have fallen 
under the weight of the snow.

The canals being 
all frozen, there has beon no communication 
with the outer world save by a stray letter 
which has “walked in.” ‘The newspapers 
by the last American mail, being too heavy 
“to walk,” and without feet, have been 
frozen along the rond for two weeks. Just 
before the “big freeze,” some foreigners 
passed by who had been one week “en 
route” from Shanghai to Soochow. One 
arrived here yesterday who left the house- 
oat and took it by foot. Since the snow 
is melting, there is not a house which does 
not leak. There is much suffering among 
the poor, especially the refugees from the

The Foochow Herald is almost entirely 
taken up with a report of the late race 
ecting, ahich was, held on the Sth, 9th, 
and 10th January. The first day is said to 
have been about as bad in regard both to 
ground and weather as it possibly could be, 
and though the postponement of the 2nd 
and Srd day secured some improvement, 
‘the ground was still damp, cold, and 
‘theerless.” ‘This is the more regrettable, 
as the tees were thought to be rather 
above the average.

body not a Gorerument official will be Mr. 
Loweock ! In such times as these, with a 
Governor so strongly inclined to radical 
changes as Mr. Hennessey, it seems ex- 
tremely desirable that the community 
should be as fully represented on the Legis- 
lative Council as it is entitled to be. 
According to the charter of the Colony, the 
Legislative Council should be composed of 
four oficial and four wnoficial members, 
exclusive of the Governor, In former days 
it was the practice during the lengthened 
absence of any unofficial member from the 
Colony to appoint some other private 
resident to represent him provisionally at the 
Couneil; but while, at the present day, no 
time seems to be lost in filling up the official 
vacaneies pro tempore, unofficial seats at the 
Council table arc permitted to remain un- 
occupied for perinds extending over a year. 
—Writing on the 9th instant, the China 
Mail says th weather for the last three days 
had been unusually cold, the minimum 
temperature being 45 degrees Fahrenheit 
on the Queen's Road level. In Canton it 
snowed rather abundantly, and this is re- 
garded by the Chinese as'a good omen for 
the coming crops, but great distress prevails 
in and about Canton from the scarcity of 
food.—A cricket match was played on the 
8th betweonthe Audaciousand ©The Fleet ;” 
and the Press remarks thereupon also, that 
the players had to keep moving to keep up 
the  circulation.—The Mail’ says the 
mornings at the Race Course are beginning 
to be more interesting than they have been 
since the training began on the Ist No- 
vember. Eight of the subscription griffins 
have arrived, one of which has attracted 
much attention by his persistent endeavours 
to get round the course tail foremost. 
Another very meck-looking pony has suc- 
cessfully resisted all attempts to invest him 
with a bridle, and his native attendants are 
being terrified into resigning their situations 
at the rate of one per day. Of the extra 
subscription griffins, the two which daily 
take their canters under the keen eyes of 
their noble owners, and the careful hands 
of Confucius and Alexander the Great, are 
likely to render good accounts of themselves 
when required. Several of the horses go 
round daily, and it would seem that the 
Colonial Stakes is likely to be a very open 
race, 

‘The trial of the Yeaso engineers is ended, 
and the jury have returned the following 
verdict—“ We find both the prisoners guilty 
by a majority of four to three. The jury 
are unanimous in considering that strongly 
extenuating circumstances exist, owing to 
the faulty construction of the boilers.” 
The Judge reserved his _sontence.— 
‘The Press hears that Major-General Sir 
Francis Colborne will not return to 
Hongkong, and it is said that he will be 
succeded by Major-General W. F. MacBean, 
Intely commanding brigade depat, Ayr 
division, North British distriet.—In accord- 
ance with the proclamation published 
in Saturday’s Gazette, the Colonial Gov- 
ernment flags were flown at half-mast out 
of the respect to the late King of Italy. 
The shore battery fired a salute of minute 
guns at noon, as did also the French 
Admiral’s ship, and all the English and 
French men-of-war in harbour flew the 
Italian flag from half-mast at the main.

days ago the passage-boat Sau-Tai-Hing 
cleared from Hongkong for a port on the 
East coast, with eighteen passengers. When 
she had got as far as Shau-ki-wan she lay 
there for three days. On the third day 
some of the passsengers saw two boats 
approaching and asked the master what 
ey were. He replied that it was all right, 
and sent them below. All the hatches 
were nailed down and the passengers 
robbed. By some meansthe master and crow 
of the boat were got below and kept there 
by the passengers, and the junk brought 
into Hongkong, the junk master and a por- 
tion of the erew being handed over to the 
police.—The Hongkong A.D.C. gave a 
performance at the City Hall on the 12th 
inst. ‘The pieces selected were the com- 
edietta ‘« Nine points of the law” and ‘The 
Boots at the Swan.”—Tho maximum temp- 
erature at the Peak during the past 
week, as recorded in Saturday's Gazette, 
was51.0, the minimum 36.0; at the Harbour 
Office, Praya West, the maximum 
‘was 59.5 and the minimum 48.0, Only 0.26 
inch of rain fell during tho week. 














CANTON. 
Notice has been given by the Namhoi 
Magistrate that it has come to his know- 
ledge that some of the merchants are storing 
up the rice with a view of speculation, He 
therefore forbids any speculating in this 
staple article of food, and declares that any 
disobedience of his orders will be severel 
punished on the offenders being discovered, 
and the rice confiscated. He points out 
that rice is now freely imported from the 
outports, and still the price is daily increas- 
ing, from which it is plainly evident that 
the merchants are accumulating stocks in 
order to force up the price. here is no 
is really the fact, but 
gistata's proclamation on 
the subject will have the desired effect, re- 
mains to be seen. 

‘The kidnapping of children is becoming, 
I am informed, remarkably common in 
Fatshan. Children playing at the doors of 
their homes are constantly enticed away 
and carried off to be sold. The practice 
has no doubt become more frequent of late 
owing to the distress and poverty prevail 
ing. The Authorities do very little towards 
putting down the crime, and the children 
are seldom recovered. 

The robbers in Kwangtung are not 
regardful of places or people.  Wherover 
there is a chance of obtaining plunder with 
a moderate risk, they lie in wait to attack, 
Even the temples are not secure from their 
marauding violence. A short time back a 
band of these roving miscreants attacked a 
Buddhist temple at Tsing Yuen, some 
seventy miles north of this city, They did 
not however, succeed, as they had hoped, 
in taking the inmates by surprise, but met 
with such a stout resistance that’ they had 
at length to beat a retreat, several of their 
number being wounded in the fray. ‘Tho 
priests must either have been good fighting 
mien or have engaged some hardy retainers, 
—Daily Press.

bearing interest at 6 per cent. per annum. 
Government must have money somehow 
or other, atid the morality of this proceed 
ing may fairly be taken to turn upon 
whether 6 per cent, will be a fair interest. 
Some light will no doubt be soon thrown 
upon this point by the value of the bonds 
in the market. 











YOKOHAMA. 

Tho Gazette, translating from the Nichi- 
nicht Shimbun, says that five thousand 
stand of rifles and five millions cartridges, 
which were ordered in France during the 
late rebellion, have just arrived ; other 
orders for arms have besides been given in 
other foreign countries, to replace those 
that have been damaged, and. the total 
expenditure is stated to be four millions of 
yen. 

‘The Herald, translating from the Mai 
Nichi Shimbun, has a short notice of a non- 
official visit paid to Nogé Hospital by the 
Chinese Minister and his son, accompanied 
by Dr. Simmons, the physician in charge

ABSTRACT OF PERING GAZETTES. 

Deo, 23rd.—(1) The Censor Li Kia-yoh 
memorializes impeaching the Lieutenant- 
Governor (Financial Commissioner) of Ho- 


nan, Liu Ts'i-hien 2) JK ($7, on the 
ground of his having wilfully suppressed 
reports of the famine-stricken condition of 
the province, and obtained the sanction of 
the & vernor to the removal of the Prefect 
of Wei-hwei Fu from his post for sending 
in such areport. The functionary in ques- 
tion is farther denounced as having con- 
tinued to insist upon the revenue being 
collected in the various districts of the 

rovinee up to the proportion of 80 per 
peg of the total amount leviable, and 
intimidating the local authorities from 

















making any representations of the real 
state of affairs. Tt is alleged, in plain 
language, that his object was to secure 
the profit accruing to himself from the 
surplus amount collected under the head 
of “weight allowance.” He is accused 
also of violent and overbearing conduct 
toward the Governor, Li K’ing-ngao, The 
memorialist, himself a native of Honan, 
adds that when returning last year from 
his mission as Special Literary Examiner 
in Kwangsi, although he did not visit 
the provincial capital of Honan, he never- 
theless passed along the line of post- 
toad through that province in both going 
and returning, and the reports he then 
heard concerning Lin Tsi-hien's dicta- 
torial conduct to his superior, and_ his 
oppression of his subordinates, have been 
confirmed by the statements that have been 
made to him subsequently by persons who 
have visited Peking of late. Having been 
twice honoured with audiences in the course 
of the present year, in which the Imperial 
commands were vouchsafed to the effect 
that, in representations to the Throne, he 
should not base his statements upon merely 
idle words, and that, in dealing with affairs, 
he should not allow himself to be influenced 
by regard for individual interests, he feels 
bound to bring the facts within his know- 
ledge to the notice of the sovereign, and to 
solicit commands which shall act as a warn- 
ing to those who endanger the welfare of 
the territory committed to their charge. 
(For decree, cashiering the impeached 
official, see Gazette of 14th inst.) 

(2 and 3) Postscript memorials from the 
same Censor, denouncing the Taotais Liu 
Ch’éng-chung and Yin Kéng-yiin, of the 
province of Honan, for inefficiency and cor- 
rupt conduct. Yin Kéng-yiin, in particular, 
is accused of being influenced by bribery 
whilst holding the Taotaiship of the Ho- 
Shon-Ju Intendancy, and it is related of 
him that when a poptlar disturbance broke 
out in the Ling-pao district, in consequence 
of the oppressive conduct of the Magistrate 
in supporting the action of the local notables 
at the head of the local transport office, and 
on an official being deputed by Liu Ts'i-hien, 
whilst temporarily acting as Governor of the 
province, to proceed to the spot to institute 
‘an enquity, the Taotai took it upon himself 
to order the official in question to return to 
the provincial capital. ‘The acting Governor 
remarked upon this to some of his staff, 
that this was an act of contempt toward 
the Taotai’s superiors, and that he would 
assuredly overhaul the bribery transaction 
in which the functionary in question had 
previously been implicated. Yin Kéng-yiin, 
‘on hearing of this, instantly proceeded, 
travelling day and night, to the provincial 
capital, and—the memorialist is unable to 
say by what means—arranged the afiair, and 
quietly returned to his post. He is now 
further accused of suppressing reports of 
a state of famine in districts under his 
control, thus lending himself to further the 
ruinous policy pursted by the Lieutenant- 
Governor to the detriment of the population.

His predecessors in office have never, 
heretofore, personally visited the outports 
f the province ; but in his own case, the 
injun ions laid upon him by their Sacred 
jesties as he was taking his departure 
from Peking, to let his vigilance be all- 
embracing, are engraven upon the tablets 
of his heart, and he will reverently observe 
them in his conduct. Of late, moreover, 
the receipts of opium duties’ at the six 
stations at Hongkong and Macao have 
shewn a continuous decline, to such an 
extent, indeed, that the revenue does not 
suffice to meet the appropriations ordered 
* to be supplied from it; and a study of the 
causes of this falling-off leads to the con- 
clusion that smuggling cannot fail to be 
rife. Again, within ten or fifteen years 
after the opening of the port of Ch’ao-chow 
Fu (Swatow) to foreign trade, the port of 
Pakhoi has now additionally been thrown 
open ; and although the regulations eccpted 
tdore have. been Beaod ‘upon thoes in force 
-at Swatow, yet in matters relating to foreign 
intercourse it is eminently desirable that 
careful consideration be employed to ensure 
the absence of all flaw in the arrangements 
adopted, and to suit the measures taken to 
local requirements. ‘The memorialist had 
it in view, accordingly, to proceed, in the 
course of the month of November, takin, 
with him his seal of office, on a tour of 
itupection to Swatow, and to avail himself

‘THE BRADFORD CHAMBER ON THE CHEFOO 
CONVENTION. 

‘The following memorial has been addres- 
sed to Earl Derby by the Bradford Cham- 
ber of Commerce :— : 

Bradford Chamber of Commerce, 
November 23rd, 1877. 

My Lord,—The Convention signed on 
Sept. 13th, 1876, at Chefoo, by Her Majesty's 
Representative and the Chinese Plenj 
tentiary not having been officially communi- 
cated to the Chambers of Commerce, the 
Couneil did not hitherto consider them- 
selves called upon to express an opinion on 
a document which, if it shold be ratified, 
would have an important bearing upon the 
trade of this district. 

Having, however, been informed that 
your Lordship has been urged by parties, 
many of whom are. not immediately i 
terested in trade, to ratify the Chefoo Con- 
vention as it stands, this Council consider 
it their duty to state their reasons for 
desiring a careful reconsideration of several 
parts of the ‘Third Section before Her 
Majesty's Government sanction the said 
Convention. 

It is with peculiar satisfaction that they 
observe the agreement for opening new 
ports on the Yangtsze river, a measure 
which they ventured to recemmend in a 
memorial of November, 1869, and they 
only regret that the extension of such 
privilege to Chung-king is made contingent 

m the place being reached by steamers, 
which is supposed to be feasible by the 
removal of the existing impediments to 
navigation between Ichang and that metro- 
polis of Szachnen, provided the Chinese 

vernmnent be willing to offer facilities for 
the necessary works. 

To make Chung-king a port for the 
residence of foreigners would open:out one 
of the largest and richest provinces of 
China to British trade. 

‘This Council therefore trust that your 
Lordship may yet succeed in adding this 
city to the number of ports open to trade, 
and in making it a Consular district. 

The main objections to the ratification 
































state are, in the opinion of this Council, 
the apparent contradictions in the terms of 
Articles 1 and 4, Section III, and the sub- 
stitution of a very objectionable, because 
dubious, clause for the clear declaration 
contained in the 28th Article of the Treaty 


| of Tientsin, which provides— 


“That on payment of a single charge in 


shall be issued, which shall exempt the 
goods from all further charges whatsoever.” 

If, notwithstanding this clear provision, 
the mandarins in some parts of the Empire 
have continued to levy a varying and alto- 
gether arbitrary tax known as lekin, this 

ouncil conaider it important that a clause 
be agreed upon which shall be drawn in 
such definite terms that it will be impossible 
to leave room for equivocation or misunder- 
standing. . 

The 4th Article of Section III of the 
said Convention appears to provide for that 
desideratum by stating ‘that so far as_im- 
ports are concerned the nationality of the 
persons possessing and carrying these imports 
‘is immaterial, but in the Ist Article of the 
same Section words are introduced which 
may be interpreted to mean the contrary, 
and to give permission to any local 
magistrate to impose whatever tax he likes 
upon British goods the moment they have 
passed beyond the limits of the treaty ports 
or become the property of natives. 

There cannot be a doubt’ that such ap- 
parently contradictory terms will be fre- 
quently taken advantage of by astute Chin- 
ese officials, and that instead of facilitating 
trade by one uniform system of taxation, a 
most vexatious distinction will be in- 
troduced, and disputes and difficulties, 
which hitherto have been too frequent, 
would be perpetuated. 

This Council, therefore, beg to call your 
Lordship’s attention to the necessity of 
altering those objectionable parts of the 1st 
and 4th Articles in Section III, so as to 
leave no doubt as to the intention of the 
high contracting Powers, and that it be 
clearly declared, 

“That imported goods shall be liable to 
no other duty at the Treaty ports than to 
the regular import duty, and that the 
certificate of the payment of the commuted 
transit dues shall free them of all further 
inland charges, taxes, oF lkin whatsoever ;” 
and, 

“That the nationality of the person 
possessing or eareying such certified goods 

immaterial.”

‘Tho annual genoral meeting of the N.-0. 
Branch of the above Society was held on 
Monday night, ‘hore, was a, moderate! 
large attendance ; and Mr. T. W. Kingsm 
the President, occupied the chair. 

The Hon. Secretary, Mr, T. G. Smith, 
read the minutes of the last meeting, which 
were d and signed by the Chairman ; 
and the following gentlemen were then 
formally elected members of the Society :— 
Messrs, De Bielka, E. A. Sassoon, C. 
Rivington, R. H. McDermott, J. D. Bishop, 
Dr. Hirth, Ph.D., and Dr. E. Riegg. 

‘Tho Preswent said the next business 
‘was to receive the annual reports. 
a Hex. So. then read tho Report of 

1@ outgoing Council for the past year. It 
commenced with a list of the names of the 
office bearers, and went on to say that 
vacancies having occurred in the Couneil 
during the year, by the departure, from 
Shanghai, of several of the members, 
Messrs. 0. 'T, Gardner, D. B. McCartee 
and P. K. Dumaresq were invited to joint 
tho Couneil for the remainder of tho year. 
The Council had to deplore the death of 
jeveral of the members of the Society, more 

socially of that of Mr. J. P, Martin, who 
for somo time held the post of Curator to 
Musoum, and by his zeal and ability and at- 
tention to the onerous duties undertaken by 
him, had won tho regard and esteem of all 
who camo in contact with him. His place 
was temporarily filled by Dr. McCartee, 
and upon his removal from Shanghai, Mr.

‘Another loss was that of Mr. Thos. Dick, 
who had been for many years a useful 
and active member of the Society. A 
third loss was that of Mr. Robert Swinhoe, 
P.G.8,, F.28,, late Her Majesty's Con 
jul at Ningpo, and for many years a cor- 
fesponding member of the Society, who 

contributed several valuable and in- 
teresting papers on the ornithography and 
history of China, But the Council had 
yet to record the irreparable loss, 80 very 
recently sustained, by the demise of the 








late Charles Wycliffe Goodwin, one of its | P’ 


formor Presidents, and who, at the time 
of his deceaso, held the office of Vice- 
Presidentof the Society, and who would long 
be remembered not only for his brilliant 
scholarly attainments, linguistical know- 
ledge, devotion to antiquarian and historical 
researches, as well as for his power of art 
criticism, musical skill, and general literary 
ability, but still more for those affectionate 
qualities which endeared him to a wide 
circle of appreciative friends. During the 
year, forty-three (42) new members had 
joined the Society. 

Five meetings had been held during the 
year, at which the following papers were

In conclusion, the Report stated that 
an effort was being made to secure, by 
public subscription, the Botanical portion 
of the valuable library of the late Mr. J.P. 
Martin, and the Council trusted that the 
necessary amount would be forthcoming to 
effect this desirable object. 

‘Mr. J. Haas, who had acted as Librarian 
during the year, then read his report, and 
expressed much pleasure in being able to 
announce that ‘the Library—although valua- 
ble, yet in a state of infancy—had been 
considerably increased. The catalogue had 
been increased by 38 numbers, besides 29 
continuations of works already possessed, 
not including numerous other works refer- 
ring to natural history. These additions 
had been solely donations by authors or 
societies. ing authors, he was sorry 
to say that the Society was more appreciated 
and better known in any other part of the 
world than in China itself, as, although many 
books had been published in China, about 
China, during 1877, with but a few excep- 
tions, ‘namely, Dr. H. Fritsche, in Peking, 
Statistical Department of the I. M. Cus- 
toms, no donations were made by authors 
in China; whereas, on the other hand, 
valuable and considerable donations were 
unexpectedly presented to the Society from 
learned societies and institutions in Norway, 
Austria, Italy, United States and Mexico, 
‘which was no doubt owing to the very liberal 
distributions of the Society's ‘‘ Journals,” 
as, besides the members, 150 copies were 
sent to different societies, institutions and 
tinguished authors. In conclusion, he 
suggested that the incoming Cot 
take into consideration the publication of a 
new catalogue, which could be accomplished 
with little difficulty, as all the books had 
boon classified and numbered. 

Mr. J. Hass, who, in addition to being 
Librarian, had also served in the capacity 
of Treasurer, in presenting the accounts of 
the Society, and of those of the Musewn, 
rogratted that tho balance of the former 
showed a deficit of $190.42 due to 
the Treasurer, arising from several heavy 
payments which it became necessary to 
make during the year. He was glad to 
report that, by the payment of $58.25, they 
maid the last instalment of the debt to 
the Celestial Empire, for the printing of the 
“Journal” of 1875, which, as members 
would recollect, cost the lange sum of 
$1,189, while the last “Journal” only 
amounted to $304.61. The deficit in the 
balance of the accounts arose, therefore, 
by their having-to pay off ‘old debts, 
besides taking a new obligation over, 
the rent of the Shanghai Library, which 
hitherto figured in the accounts of the 
Museum Fund, but which the Society 
was obliged to take over in order to 
keep the Museum alive. The expenses 
of the Library had been diminished, in 
comparison to last year, by about £200. 
For 1878 the Society had to pay about $110 
to the Museum, and $190 to the Treasurer; 
while the Library would scarcely cost any- 
thing more, all the books having been 
bound, classified and labelled. The income 
of the Society showed an increase on the 
collection of subscriptions of $157 over the 
amount collected last year, and would have 
realised $40 or $50 more had it not been 
found impossible to collect the subscrip- 
tions from a few members. Once free of 
the old debts, nothing would prevent the 
financial state of the Society at the end 
of 1878 being a very promising one, 























j not know how 





especially so, as a great many new 
embers entered during the last year. 
Anyhow, it must be very encouraging 
when they took into consideration that 
the subscriptions collected in 1875 
amounted to $604 and in 1877 to $787.61. 
Although the last year’s accounts of the 
Museum showed a balance of Tis. 87.95, to 
which, besides the balance of the loan due to 
it by. the Society, viz., Tis. 91.48, is to be 
added, only Tis, 180 will be available uring 
1878 for the expenses ; and although free 
from any obligation, viz., the above-men- 
tioned payment of rent of Tis. 150 to the 
Shanghai Library, still he (Mr. Haas) did 
Tis, 180 would be sufticient 

to defray the salary of the Taxidermist 
and the other ordinary expenses, unless a 
further appeal to the public—be it in the 
shape of a subscription, or in that of a 
grant by the Ratepayers—was again made, 
The Museum had, during the last few 
years, become such a popular institution 
of Shanghai, that he scarcely thought that 
a regular annual grant of say ‘Ms. 250 
would overburden the Municipal Budget. 

The Prestoext said that before passing 
the reports, he would mako a few remarks on 
the losses the Society had sustained durin, 
the past year, which, ax members woul 
see from the Report, had been heavy, and 
were to be deeply regrotted. Foremost 
among them was the recent death of their 
learned vice-President, Mr. Goodwin, and 
by his death every member of the societ; 
knew the great loss they had pian f 
But it was unnecessary for him to add any- 
thing more to the few expressive words in the 
Report. Next, Mr. 'T. G. Smith, who had 
for a series of years acted as their Secretary, 
and had been most indefatigable in the 
duties of his office, had decided this year to 
remain a simple Councillor. In Joxing Mr. 
Smith, as Secretary, the Society was losin, 
a good and zealous officer; and he hoped 
that he would take as much interest in the 
Society as a Councillor as he had done as 
Secretary. Their Librarian, Mr. Cordier, 
was never able to take up his post ; he was 
expected out from home, and started, but 
returned before he reached Shanghai; and 
Mr. Haas had kindly and most ably done 
the work of the Librarian in Mr. Cordier’s 
absence, Then, again, the Society sus- 
tained a serious ‘loss by’ the death of their 
much-esteomed Curator, Mr. Martin, and 
algo by the departure of two of its best 
officers, Mr. Wylie and the Key. J. Thomas. 
The former was now in England, and 
he was sorry to say he was in’ very 
delicate health, A kinder or more ami- 
able man than Mr. Wylie never existed 
he was always ready to afford ass 
ance to beginners, and could give them a 
great deal of information in their Chinese 
studies. The Rev. Mr. Thomas had always 
been an energetic member of the Council, 
and. nd proved. a great help to, the 
Society. It would be wrong if he did not 
in some way mention the great services 
‘Mr. Haas had rendered the Society, for it 
was only that gentleman's indefatigable 
exertions which had brought the Societ; 
through a series of very difficult trials—trials 
that would have appalled an ordinary man, 
and he was sure every one present would 
‘agree with him in an’ expression of thank- 
fulness and gratitude that Mr. Haas had 
condescended to remain with them and 
continue his work. He hoped the ensuing 
year would be a successful one for the 
Society, and concluded by asking some 
gentleman to propose the adoption of the 
reports, which had just been read.

FONERAL OF THE LATE C. W. GOODWIN, ESQ. 

On Saturday afternoon last, the remains 
of the late Charles Wycliffe Goodwin, 
Acting Judge of H.B.M.’s Supreme Court 
for China and Japan, were carried to their 
Inst resting place, in the Shanghai Cemetery, 
in the presence of a very representative 
gathering of the residents in these Settle- 
ments, ‘The Consular Services of the dif- 
ferent’ nationalities, the Supreme Court 
officials, the Municipal Council and 
officials, the Bar and the various other 
Professions, the Commercial body, the 
Royal Navy, the local Volunteer Forces, and 
Municipal Police, were all represented ; 
and a member of each circle assisted in 
the mournful duty of carrying the coffin 
to the grave. 

The funeral was announced to take 
place at half-past three o'clock, and before 
that time many persons, anxious to show 
their respect for the memory of the deceased, 
assembled at the appointed rendezvous in 
the Mortuary Chapel at the Cemetery. 
Here the remains of the deceased lay 
upon a draped bier, in front of the 
reading-desk. The coffin was covered with 
black cloth, aud was fitted with black 
furniture ; and upon the lid, loving hands 
had placed a cross and two com 

ed of camelias and cypress. The lid 

ore the following inscription :—‘‘ CuaRtes 
Wyeurre Goovwin, died 17th January, 
1878; aged 60 years.” 

‘The congregation, whose numbers nearly 
filled the Mortuary Chapel, being seated, 
the Very Rev. Dean Butcher, D-D., pro- 
ceeded to read the first. portion of the 
Service appointed for the burial of the 
dead ; and then, amid solemn silence, the 
bearers reverently arranged themselves on 
each side the coffin, and the Dean placing 
himself at tho head, the procession

Most of the poni 
to the post very fit for their work ; the fields 
were large, races well ridden, and honours 
pretty evenly divided,—though not, alns ! to 
Cverybouy’s natisfaction. The best hit of

THE ‘‘CHART&R OAK” AFFAIR. 
(China. Mail.) 

In reference to the Charter Oak affairs, we 
learn that a meeting of the Committee of the 
‘Tag Wah Hospital took place last Sunday 
to discuss the question. It appeare from the 
information we have received that only two 
members took avy active part against the 





‘emigration, the other members being either 
Jgoorant or taking no part whatever in the 
representation to the Government, while some 
members were decidedly in favour of the 
emigration ; s0 that so far there was quite 
difference of opinion amonget them. As to 
the action of making any representation to th 
Government against the emigration, n0 0 
seems to caro to own it, and it is asserted that 
the Government took the initiative of its own 
accord ; and how the letter which is supposed 
to have come from Honolulu, and in whi 
the alleged ill-treatment of the Chinese in 
those islands is set forth in the most harrow- 
ing terms, found ite way into Government 
House is not clear, since everybody denies 
having made the representation. Neverthe; 

this letter did come into the bands of Hi 
Excellency, and the Governor took acti

From what we can learn, we are inclined to 
doubt its authenticity. It found its way, we 
are told, to the Tung Wah Hospital in a most 
mysterious and inexplicable manuer ; nobody 
knew who took it there it was 
‘anonymous to all intents and purposes. It is 
true it bore the name of the Chinese Company 
in Honolulu, but it had no stamp nor any 
signature of any of the Committes of that 
company, In Chinese letters the stamp and 
signature are the essentials of authenticity, 
and their absence in 3 communication of this 
most important nature raises grave doubts as 
to its genuineness. This letter is said to have 
had enclosed in it $5, which the writer desired 
to be spent in publishing its contents in a 
Chinese newspaper ; aud this circumstance 
creases our suspicion that there is some under- 
tive, and that the letter may not have 
come from Honolulu at all. Even supposing it 
did, it cert ‘appears to have come from 
some irresponsible party there who may have 
some sinister object in view in inditing it.

Jalu to better their ion in life, and that 
six months after arrival each man was to pay 
the balance of the passage money with inter- 
est, Another point was raised by the anti- 
emigration party, that this indebtedness 
would be a powerful lever to aubject the 
emigrants to. bonded service, and the 
charterer replied that the men would be 
free to engage themselves in any service, 
and as to the $8 men, who were, now 
going forward by the Charter Oak, he 
‘ras fully prepared to give security ‘that 
they would be free men in Honolulu. The 
abore is the upshot of the mecting of the 
‘Tung Wah Committee, and in the course of 
the sitting, two intended emigrants made their 
appearance at the Hospital and desired to know 
why they were not allowed to go there as they 
Bad paid their $35 paseage money.

EMIGRATION TO PERU. 
(Daily Press.) 

‘The China and Peru mail sorvico was 
formally commericed yesterday, by the de- 
parture from thie port of the Belgia 
Perusia, the first of the now. line. 
primary object of the Company, however, i 
to promote emigration from China to Peru, 
For this purpose, indeed, the line has.beon 
subsidised by the Peruvian Government, and 
Messrs. Olyphant & Co., of this port, have 
undertaken the agency. ‘The treaty concluded 
between Peru and China in June, 1874, pro- 
vides for free and voluntary emigration of the 
people of either country, and the Peravian 
Government has solewinly promised to re- 
patriate gratuitously all Chinese immigrants 
who wish to retura to their native country 
and bave not the means of doing so. The 
Chinese will not be lured on board by any 
specious promises nor through the agency of 
designing natives ; the emigration is to he 
conducted precisely as that to California and 
is conductes!, and no temptation ia 
to be held out to 
hey go they at 
voluntary exigt the only 
heiug the certainty’ of very remunerative 
employment on their arrival in Peru, ‘The 
contract of the Company with the Peruvian 
Government provider for their bringing bnole 
a certain number of Chinese free every voyage, 
and, the communication being constant and 
regular, the Chinese in Peru will no longer be 
isolated and cut off from intercourse with 
their native country. All this sounds fair, 
traightforward, and above board, and that 

the intention of the highly respectable 
which as undertaken the agency here ° 
for one moment doubt. Indeed, 
no suspicions would be entertained by avy 
one of the emigration were it to any but a 
Spanish country. The accounts of the cruel- 
committed on Chinose evolies in Cuba and 
Peru are still fresh in men’s minds, aud they 
naturally regard both countries with suspicion.

Peru could not compete with the United States, 
Canada, &e., asa field for emigration from Eu: 
rope. A considerable proportion of the planters 
in Peru are English, Germans, and Ameri- 
ang, aud on their estates there ie little doubt 
of the Chinese being kindly treated. The 
new treaty provides for the full protection of 
the Chinese residents in Pera, and a Chinese 
Couaul, will shortly proceed to Callao to look 
alter the interests of his countrymen. Op- 
portunities are to be atforded for the emi- 
tration of families, and as the ‘steamers 
of the now line will run regularly, 

onght to be no difficulty in the way of co 
plaints by Chinese being heard, or in their 
dbtaining return passayes. ‘The Chinese 
emigraut to Peru, we are told, is not allowed. 
to sign any contract, aud on his arrival in 
Callao is at perfect liberty to dispose of his 
labour to whom he chooses ; he tins simply 
to repay bis passage to the company when 
hhe can, unless he has prepaid it himself or 
had it paid by his friends in China, If t 
is all faithfully @ out, there will

Of one thing we feel quite 
sure, that Messrs, Olyphant & Co. will 
quickly withdraw from all connection with 
the acheme if good faith be not observed and 
abuses avoided.
